Readers  of  this  release  are  cautioned  that  it 
reports  sales  commitments  outstanding  as  of 
the  date  indicated,  all  of  which  are  subject  to 
modification,  deferral  or  cancellation  by 
mutual  agreement  of  the  parties.  It  is  unlikely 
that  all  reported  quantities  will  be  exported. 
Our  experience  with  this  monitoring  system 
suggests  that  sales  are  apt  to  exceed  exports, 
sometimes  by  substantial  amounts,  during 
periods  when  supplies  are  in  balance  with  ex¬ 
pected  demand.  Actual  shipments  to  date 
may  provide  a  more  reliable  measure  of  cur¬ 
rent  export  activity.  A  meaningful  export  pro¬ 
jection  is  not  obtainable  by  the  simple  device 
of  adding  outstanding  sales  commitments  to 
exports  to  date.  _ 
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Comments  on  release  of  June  19,  1975  ("based  on  reports  from  exporters 
during  the  week  ending  June  8,  unless  otherwise  noted): 

Wheat :  The  apparent  export  commitment  (cumulative  exports  plus  outstanding 
sales)  declined  by  only  8,400  metric  tons  (MT) ,  with  minor  changes  to  several 
destinations  largely  offsetting  each  other.  Commitments  to  the  European 
Community  (EC),  Pakistan,  and  Brazil  rose  by  22,900  MT,  65,000  MT,  and  31,200  MT, 
respectively.  However,  commitments  to  Turkey  declined  by  25,000  MT  and  commit¬ 
ments  to  unknown  destinations  dropped  by  90,600  MT. 

For  1975/76  shipment,  total  commitments  increased  by  351,700  MT  to  5.0  million 
MT.  At  this  time  last  year,  commitments  for  197^/75  shipment;  totaled  7-7  mil¬ 
lion  MT.  Included  in  the  1975/76  commitment  were  increases  to  the  EC,  the 
Philippines,  and  Morocco  of  59,000  MT,  50,800  MT,  and  59,700  MT,  respectively. 
Commitments  to  India  rose  by  50,000  MT,  bringing  the  total  committed  to  that 
country  for  1975/76  shipment  to  2.0  million  MT. 

Feedgrains :  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  197^/75  fell  by  215,^+00  MT. 

Total  corn  commitments  dropped  by  202, 600  MT,  largely  because  of  reduced  commit¬ 
ments  to  the  EC  of  89,300  MT,  to  East  Germany  of  30,500  MT,  to  Spain  of 
25,900  MT,  and  to  unknown  destinations  of  64,^00  MT.  Sorghum  commitments 
declined  by  16,700  MT  with  a  lowered  commitment  to  Japan  of  3^, ^+00  MT  and  minor 
changes  in  commitments  to  other  destinations. 

For  1975/76  shipment,  corn  commitments  to  Japan  increased  by  91,^00  MT,  bringing 
the  total  corn  committed  to  Japan  for  next  season  to  Ull,400  MT. 

Rice :  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  197^/75  rose  by  ^5,900  MT,  largely  on 
the  basis  of  higher  commitments  to  Iran  and  Tanzania  of  23,000  MT  and  19,800  MT, 
respectively. 

Soybeans :  The  apparent  export  commitment  declined  by  U7,700  MT,  as  exports 

totaled  only  87,000  MT.  The  EC  cancelled  or  deferred  contracts  on  66,700  MT. 

No  outstanding  export  sales  remain  to  East  European  countries ,  France ,  Republic 
of  Korea,  Mexico,  and  Peru,  and  several  other  smaller  destinations. 

Soybean  Meal:  The  apparent  export  commitment  increased  by  29,000  MT*  Commitments 
increased  to  the  Netherlands,  Belgium,  France,  Italy,  Poland,  Canada,  and  to 
other  smaller  destinations.  Export  commitments  to  unknown  destinations  declined 
by  i+9,000  MT.  Exports  rose  to  105,000  MT,  well  above  the  level  of  recent  weeks. 
The  annual  unadjusted  rate  of  exports  now  approximates  the  current  USDA  estimate, 
reduced  to  h.2  million  MT. 

Soybean  Oil/Cottonseed  Oil:  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  soybean  oil 
declined  by  15,900  MT,  the  largest  weekly  decline  of  the  year,  and  exports  fell 
to  only  6,900  MT — including  shipments  as  follows:  Tunisia,  2,100  MT;  Panama, 

2,500  MT;  Canada,  500  MT;  Ecuador,  1,500;  and  Trinidad,  300  MT.  While  commit¬ 
ments  to  the  Netherlands  were  reduced  by  5,000  MT,  the  12,500  MT  reported  for 
delivery  in  1975/76  still  appears  to  be  unrealistically  high.  Exports  to  the 
Netherlands  for  197^/75  now  total  only  2,000  MT. 

Cottonseed  oil  exports  of  7,200  MT  included  shipments  to  Egypt,  the  Dominican 
Republic,  and  Canada  of  5,000  MT,  2,000  MT,  and  200  MT,  respectively.  The 

Bureau  of  the  Census  reported  exports  of  196,057  MT  during  the  October  197^+- 

April  1975  period,  sharply  above  the  138,3^  MT'  shipped  during  the  comnarable 
1973/7^  period  but  below  the  221,500  MT  reported  through  May  197^  (Export 
Report  of  May  15).  As  import  requirements  in  major  consuming  countries  now 

appear  well  covered,  the  rate  of  exports  during  the  remainder  of  197^/75  is 

expected  to  slow  down. 

Cotton :  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  197^/75  fell  only  slightly  on  the 
basis  of  reduced  exports  and  very  light  new  sales.  Demand  interest  in  foreign 
markets  has  waned  since  the  second  week  of  May.  Even  so,  seller  restraint  has 
generally  maintained  world  values.
